This  report  on  average  qiiaxatities  of  fresh  fniits  and  ve^^etables  loaded  per 
car,  proportion  of  carlot  shipments  mrketed  in  various  containers,  and  other  in- 
formation on  shipments,  is  based  on  a  sarriple  analysis  of  the  Federal-State  shipping- 
point  inspection  certificates  on  carlot  shipm.ents. 

Since  the  carload  is  the  generally  accepted  unit  of  fruit  and  vegetable  move- 
ment to  market,  it  is  important  to  know  the  average  quantities  loaded  per  car.  The 
average  carload  by  commodities,  origins,  and  periods  of  shipment  is  shown  in  this 
report  in  terms  of  units  generally  used  in  official  production  and  price  reports,  as 
bushels,  tons,  etc.     Factors  used  in  converting  contents  of  various  containers  in 
which  shipments  were  made,  to  these  standard  or  common  units,  are  included  in  a  table 
in  the  report.     In  a  few  instances  where  the  loading  varied  considerably  vdth  the 
season  of  the  year,  separate  averages  are  showTi  in  the  report  by  months  or  seasons. 
Some  information  is  included  on  the  proportion  of  various  varieties  and  grades  repre- 
sented on  the  carlot  inspection  certificates,  comr'iodities  included  in  so-called 
"mixed  car"  shipments,  and  whether  or  not  shipments  were  under  refrigeration. 

Certificates  representing  shipments  during  part  or  all  of  several  recent  sea- 
sons were  used  in  this  analysis.    For  various  reasons  it  was  impracticable  to  use  the 
same  period  of  shipment  in  the  tabulations  for  all  commodities  fromi  all  sources.  Al- 
though the  approximate  average  of  425,000  carlot s  inspected  at  shipping  points  in  the 
2  years  ynded  June  30,  1959  was  roughly  half  of  the  United  States  carlot  shipments  of 
fruits  and  vegetables,  there  were  some  commodities  in  some  States  for  which  few  if 
any  inspections  were  made.     This  report  dot^-s  not,  therefore,  include  information  on 
all  fruits  and  vegetables  from  all  States.     The  inspection  service  is  not  used  by  all 
shippers  or  in  all  districts  in  all  States.     The  cei'tif i cates  may  not  therefore  be 
entirely  representative  of  all  carlot  shipm.ents.     Furthermore,  information  on  propor- 
tion of  shipments  by  variety,  grade,  aiid  container  may  not  be  entirely  representative 
of  all  shipments  to  market  because  there  is  a  large  movement  by  truck  v^rhich  is  not 
represented  in  this  report.     On  the  whole,  howevo-r,  the  information  presented  is 
believed  to  be  fairly  representative. 

In  sampling  the  certificates  for  tabulation,  the  number  used  was  about  10  per- 
cent of  the  niimber  available  for  each  commodity,  State  of  origin,  and  month.     In  some 
instances,  only  a  small  number  of  certificates  were  available  but  the  information 
from  these,  if  thought  to  be  fairly  representati^^e,  was  used.     The  total  number  of 
carlot  inspection  certificates  used  in  the  analysis  was  approximately  58,000, 

The  portion  of  tliis  report  relating  to  car  loadings  .differs  fromi  the  "Table  of 
Number  of  Packages  per  Carload"  issued  in  Febriaary  1937,  in  that  it  shov/s  the  in- 
dicated average  quantities  loaded  per  car  in  terms  of  standard  units  for  States  and 
commodities  covered  by  the  certificates,  whereas  the  Table  of  Num.ber  of  Packages  per 
Carload  shows  a  range  in  the  niunber  of  packages  and  thu  usual  number  loaded  for  all 
States  and  commodities.

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PROPORTIONS  OF  LEADING  VARIETIES  OR  TYPES  -  Continued 

CABBAGE:     The  inspected  shipments  from  South  Carolina  from  November  1937  to 
April  1958  and  from-  North  Carolina  in  April  and  May  1938  and  from  Virginia  in  May  and 
June  1938  were  very  largely  pointed  type.     Inspected  shipments  from  Louisiana, 
Ijlississippi,  and  Tennessee  in  the  spring  of  1938  were  mostly  domestic  type,  and  those 
from  Texas  in  1939  were  domestic  type. 

STRAV/BERRIES ;    Data  from  the  inspected  shipments  in  1938  gave  the  following 
indications  as  to  varieties:    For  Alabama  the  Mssionary  vras  a  leading  variety.  In 
Arkansas  the  Klondike  led  but  there  were  some,  inspections  of  Blakemores  and  Aromas. 
Practically  all  Florida  inspections  were  of  the  Missionary  variety.    Aroma  was  the 
leading  variety  inspected  in  Indiana  and  was  important  in  Kentucky.    Klondike  was  the 
important  variety  in  Louisiana.    In .North  Carolina  Klondike  and  Fdssionary  were  lead- 
ing—varieties. 

SVi/EETPOTATOES:    The  inspected  shipments  of  Louisiana  sweetpotatoes  from  July 
1937  to  June  1938  were  all  of  the  Puerto  Rican  variety.    Inspected  shipments  from  - 
Virginia  ^were  ].argely  Jersey  type  and  Maryland  Golden,  from  August  to  November  1939, 
and  those  from  North  Carolina  in  August  and  September  1938  were  largely  Jersey  type. 


GRADES 


In  order  that  the  following  information  on  grades  may  not  be  misleading  or 
misunderstood,  it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  mind  some  of  the  conditions . and  methods  re- 
lating to  the  inspection  xvork.    The  Federal-State  shipping  point  inspection  service 
is  optional  "with  the  shipper  except  v/here  there  are  State  re^^Mlations  or  special  mar- 
keting programs.    The  proportion  of  carlot  shipments  inspected,  therefore,  varies  with 
States  and  commodities. 

Shippers  usually  request  inspection  on  the  basis  of  a  definite  grade  such  as 
U.  S.  No.  1,  and  the  inspection  certificate  is  ?;ritten  on  the  basis  of  the  require- 
ments for  the  grade  specified  by  the  shipper.  In  some  cases  of  this  kind  the  ship- 
ment may  have  had  the  qualifications  of  a  higher  grade,  such  as  "U.  S.  Fancy"  or  ' 
"U.  S.  Extra  No.  1"  for  example,  but  the  certificate  does  not  indicate  this  fact. 
There  are  many  instances  v/here  shippers  request  inspections  for  grade  on  only  their 
hi gh_ quality  shipments,  preferring  to  sell  the  poorer  quality  shipments  on  a  brand, 
saa^ole,  or  ungraded  basis. 

Conclusions  as  to  relative  quality  of  shipments  of  a  product  from  various 
States  based  on  the  percentages  of  specified  grades  shown  on  the  carlot  inspection 
certificates  would  not  be  justified  without  proper  consideration  of  other  factors  re- 
lating to  inspection  methods  and  conditions.

CANTALOUPS:  A  very  large  part  of  the  inspected  shipments  f  roni  Arizona  and  Colorado 
in- 1938;  California  in.Ju.ly  1939;  and  Indiana  in  1937,  met  the  U.  S.  No.  1  grade 
requirenents , 

CARROTS:     The  analysis  indicated  that  apprDxj.mately  tv/o-thirds  of  the  inspected  Cali-

Combination  including  specified  proportions  (above  50  per- 
cent) of  U.  3.  No.  1  grade.     Some  shipments  graded  U.  S.  No.  5  and  some  U.  S.  No. 
2.    Of  the  Florida  inspected  shipm.ents  of  oranges  in  1939,  about  6  percent  were

STRAWBERRIES ;     In  1938,  over  90  percent  of  the  I^ouisiana  shipments  were  U.  S.  No.  1 

grade.    About  tvra-thirds  of  the  inspected  Florida  and  Arkansas  shipments  and 

practically  all  of  the  inspected  shipments  in  Indiana  and  Kentucky  in  1938  v;ere 

U.  S.  No.  1. 

SVEETPOTATOES ;    About  90  percent  of  the  Louisiana  inspections  from  July  1937  to  May 

1938  were  U.  S.  No.  1  grade.     Inspections  in  Delaware  in  March  and  April  1938, 
and  those  in  North  Carolina  in  August  and  September  1938  were  practically  all 

U.  S.  No.  1  grade.     Inspections  in  Virginia  from  August  to  November  1937  were  about 
97  percent  IJ.  S.  No.  1  grade. 
WATERJELONS;     Nearly  all  of  the  inspected  watermelon  shipments  from  Florida,  Ceorgia, 
and  Mississippi  in  1938  and  from  South  Carolina,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahoma  in  1937 
included  in  the  tabulation  were  IJ.  S.  No.  1  grade. 


SHIPMENTS  THAT  VffiRE  UNDER  REFRIGERATION,  IN  UNICED  REFRIGSR.4T0R  CARS,  OR  IN  BOX  CARS, 

AT  TIi\!E.  OF  INSPECTION 

(As  indicated  by  sample  analysis  of  carlot  shipping-point  inspection  certificates  for 
1937  and  1938.    Shipments  were  classed  as  "under  refrigeration"  if  the  certificates 
stated  that  there  was  ice  in  the  bunkers  or  in  or  on  the  load.    Shipments  in  "un- 
iced"  refrigerator  cars  included  those  in  ivhich  the  ventilators  were  either  open 
or  closed.    In  some  instances  these  cars  were  heated,  or  unlighted  heaters  were  in 
the  cars ) .  • 

APPLES:   A  very  large  part  of  the  apple  shipm.ents  v^rere  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars. 
Shipments  that  were  under ■ refrigeration  were  made  during  the  late  spring  and  sum- 
mer or  in  the  early  fall  months.     In  the  case  of  shipments  from  western  States, 
provisions  were  made  for  heating  the  cars  in  cold  weather,  ■ 

CABBAGE:    Most  shipments  from  the  south  were  under  refrigeration,  although  there  was 
some  movement  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars,    Most  of  the  shipments  from  northern 
States  were  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars. 

CELERY;    Practically  all  western  and  southern  shipments  were  under  refrigeration. 

GR^J'EFRUIT;  Shipments  were  largely  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars  but  there  v/as  some 
movement  under  refrigeration  during  the  warmer  months.  A  few  Florida  shipments 
were  in  box  cars.  • 

GRAPES:    Most  of  the  California  shipments  were  under  refrigeration.     Some  California 
shipments  and  a  large  part  of  the  shipments  from  other  States  were  in  uniced  re- 
frigerator cars. 

ONIONS:     Shipments  were  practically  all  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars.    Provisions  were 
made  for  heating  the  cars  in  cold  weather, 

ORANGES:  Sh.ipments  in  the  v-dnter  and  some  in  the  fall  and  spring  were  in  uniced  re- 
frigerator cars.  During  the  summer  and  for  some  shipments  in  the  spring  and  fall 
refrigeration  was  used.    A  few  Florida  shipments  were  in  the  box  cars. 
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FEARS ;    Shipments  of  western  pears  during  the  siiinmer  and  early  fall  months  were  most- 
ly under  refrigeration.     Shipments  later  in  the  season  were  largely  in  uniced  re- 
frigerator cars.    A  majority  of  the  shipments  from  Njw  York  and  Michigan  were  in 
uniced  refrigerator  cars, 

POTATOFS;    Late-crop  shipments  were  mostly  in  uniced  refrigerator  cars.    In  cold 

weather  provisions  were  made  for  heating  the  cars.    Some  shipments  of  new  potatoes 
in  the  spring  and  summer  were  under  refrigeration.    Many  shipments  from  Florida, 
North-  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Mew  Jersey  were  in  box  cars  under  ventilation. 

SWJlTPOTATOES ;    Uniced  refrigerator  cars  were  used. 

TOIIATOES :    A  very  large  part  of  the  carlot  movement  for  the  United  States  vjas  in 

uniced  refrigerator  cars.    Some  shipments  were  under  refrigeration. 
WATEBIELQNS ;    All  shipments  included  in  the  tabulation  were  in  box  cars. 

Practically  all  shipments  of  the  following  commodities  according  to  the  tabulation 
were  under  refrigeration:     beans,  cantaloups,  carrots,  cauliflower,  corn,  lettuce, 
peaches,  peas,  peppers,  plums  and  prunes,  rhubarb  (Washington),  spinach,  and 
strawberries . 
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
